DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The term "apparatus" in these claims has no 
antecedent support in independent claim 16.
